HOW ARAB PRIZES HIS MARE 


“Foundation of Wealth 
Is a 
Mare; 
Bring Forth a Mare," Is One 
of Their Sayings. 


The Arab’s regard for his mare Is 
often expressed in sayings that are 
short and very much to the point, as 
for 
instance: 
“The 
foundation 
of 
wealth is a mare; bring forth a mare.” 
“The greatest blessings are a wise 
wife and a fruitful mare.” 
As the Arabs themselves are divid­ 
ed into tribes and sub-tribes, the same 
system is adopted in regard to the 
strain of their horses’ breed. 
In fact, 
the breeding is carried on in the same 
manner as laid down in the Koran for 
the Mohametan marriages. 
This is 
one of the chief factors giving rise to 
the high quality of the pure bred 
Arab horse. 
“Thoroughbred 
mares 
are 
never 
sold under any conditions, and in­ 
stances 
have 
been 
known,” 
says 
Pierre Ponafldine in “Life in the Mos­ 
lem East,” “when five and six and ten 
thousand pounds have been refused; 
for often such mares that are too old 
for riding are still kept for breeding 
purposes.” 
In olden times stealing a mare was 
punishable by death. Sheikhs own one 
or more pure bred mares, according 
to their position and means, but it is 
often the case that among the less 
well to do people a mare is owned by 
several, the shares being clearly de­ 
fined and division of colts made ac­ 
cording to detailed and often compli­ 
cated laws. 
Sometimes one 
familj 
owns “one lea:.” while a richer man 
claims “two legs,” etc. 
The system of owning a mare in 
shares is found among certain Arabs 
in Turkish Arabia and sometimes In 
the city of Bagdad itself, if any one 
is fortunate enough to get hold of a 
half-bred mare.—T!t-B!is.

Even a solid rod of Iron may be 
made to float provided It Is small 
enough. 
Take a frne needle, wipe it 
with an oily rag, but do not leave any 
visible trace of oil on it, and then 
lay It gently on the surface of water 
in a basin. 
It will float and continue 
to float for some little time. 
The cause of this is the fact that 
a quantity of air adheres to the needle 
sufficient to buoy it up. 
Moreover, aa 
the cohesion between the particles of 
water is considerable, and as water 
has no attraction for a perfectly dry 
piece of steel, the\cohesion of the wa­ 
ter is greater 
th in 
the 
weight 
of 
metal, and so the latter is supported 
Iii the same way Insects are en 
abled to walk upon the water. 
The 
hairs on the end of their feet inclose 
an amount of air that enables them 
to float. 
As each foot is put down it 
forms a sort of cup-11 ke depression in 
the water, and the liquid 
thus 
dis 
placed is sufficient to float the insect.
